FTER Sir Richard Terry’s discussions 
of “Sailor Shanties and Music-Hall 
Songs,” as reflections of. their times, we 
turn expectantly to the folk songs of that 
region of ‘romance and adventure so dear 
“06 novelists—French Canada. Some are 
chansons brought from old France by the 
early ‘séttlers who have sung of courts and 
princes, of Nantes, Avignon, Rouen, Paris 
and St. Denis, and generations to whom 
those had no meaning have passed them 
on. In ‘' Marianne s’en va-t-au moulin ’ 
the rhythmic repetition of the donkey— 
an animal virtually unknown in Quebec— 
serves roughly to show date and origin. 
Some of the tunes are vivacious with 
strong dance tempo; others with the 
overty of words to music of. plaintive 
beauty that we meet with frequently in 
folk-lore;. others in accentuated rhythm 
and swinging refrain obviously used to 
lighten labour. 

An interesting preface draws attention 
to parallels of some of the songs in other 
countries, some distinctly hard to ex- 
plain. Moore said he wrote “Faintly as 
Tolls the Evening Chime ” to an air he 
heard from a Canadian river boatman, 
where the refrain—of no association with 
boatmen—was : 

A l'ombre d'un bois je m’en rdis jourr, 

4 VTombre d'un bois je ta'en vais danser, 

That was in 1804, but that the words heard 
by. Moore in Canada should still be sung 
at Poiton, in France, -shows its origin. 
The life of the lumberman has produced 
modern songs in ‘‘Les Raftsmen’’ and 
"“ Dans les Chantiers Nous Hivernons,”’ 
and there is a fine paddling chorus: 
‘* Envogons d’ Vv Avant Nos Gens!’’ while 
halting ‘‘ Tenaouich’ Tenaga 
Quich’ka!’’ with its mock Huron refrain 
is an older song of backwoods days. 

The translator has given the songs in 
singable English side by side with the 
French words, which have, however, more 
affinity with the music. The preface and 
some aids to sympathetic interpretation 
are also in both languages. e must 
remember that these songs are not mere 
relics of the past, but are living links to 
the present as they are sung by the French 
Canadian now—at home or in the winter 
camp, at. leisure or while working—and 
really give us some idea of his tempera- 
ment and mentality.

HE little collection of folk songs, 
founded on fragments collected from 
old Gaelic Highlanders on wordless lilts 
and on runes sung at homely avocations, 
cannot be anything but sweetly com- 
memorative of a past or passing age. 
They have a strong musical individuality, 
a character there is no mistaking, with 
that haunting sense of continuing in- 
definitely that pervades the music of the 
Celt, and, of course, the simple rhythms, 
We are told that when Highlanders fore- 
gathered in tap-rooms or at home it was a 
custom to sit in a close circle. A handker- 
chief, towel, woman's apron or .the like 
was grasped by every member of the 
group. Every man sang in turn, the rest 
joining in the chorus and -swaying the 
cloth in rhythm to the measure.  Some- 
times the wife or barmaid would stand in 
the centre of the group when her apron 
would be swayed as described. It gives 
a sense of the picture to these songs of 
simple minds and ways of living; and 
| accounts for many. common rhythms.

TALES, THE ARABIAN NIGHTS 


AND SOPHOCLES. 
N his latest book, Seumas O Grianna has 
collected seven tales of life in the 
Donegal Gaeltacht, ranging from one 
which is a novel in little to slender little 
studies.

R. GOULD’S latest volume of verse 
is an unusually slim offering, and 
consists in all of ten short pieces and: one 
long poem. The poet’s Muse is a jade of 
elfin-like qualities, reminiscent at times of 
that of Mr. W. H. Davies. Both writers 
have a tendency to camouflage the prosaic 
with -a mask ‘of felicitous phrasing, and 
to rely for effect on a striking simile rather 
than on the subject-matter itself. Mr.

THE CASE OF THE BANKS. 

The Dublin -banks are still paying to 
Britain a tax of 7s. per £100 of their fiduciary 
note issues, and the Security Fund lodged by 
these banks as cover for their excess note 
issue is still held in London, which retains 
the annual income o: the fund. This tax anid 
these profits clearly belong to the Free State 
since the Treaty on avy principle of ac- 
countancy, and they amount probably to 
at least a quarter of a million or more annually. 
Obviously, if there were a proper financial 
adjustment in which the Free State was com- 
petently represented that. money itself, or, 
pending special legislation, an equivalent for 
it, should have been made over with arrears 
since 1922 to the Free State. Why was it 
not done—or, at least, why do the public 
documents not mention it if it was done? I 
think that the electors of County Monaghan 
will feel as I do, that an explanation is neces- 
sary. I think that the people of the Free 
State will feel that an explanation is neces- 
sary, and that that explanation must consist, 
not of a few cheap recriminatory debating 
points in the usual style, but of a full, candid 
and comprehensive account of the financial 
settlement between England and Ireland, for 
whieh Mr, Blythe is responsible. . I fear— 
I greatly fear—that if, and when, the facts are 
forthcoming it will be found that on this 
matter of our international] financial relations 
with England and their final adjustment, Mr. 
Blythe and his colleagues have made as great. 
as disastrous and humiliating surrenders of al!

PLEAS FOR DISARMAMENT. 


(FroM Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. ) 
WESTMINSTER, Thursday. 
Very few members of the House of Com- 
mons were wearing the Shamrock this after- 
noon, but here and there it adorned an 
Irishman. A- question regarding community- 
singing, put by Colonel Day, was answered 
by the Duchess of Atholl, who said that the 
practice was increasing in schools, without 
action. on the part of the Board:.of Educa- 
tion. A Labour member. asked the Duchess 
whether she would bring the practice into 
being at Cabinet meetings. i 
Mr. Churchill stated that it was -esti- 
mated that the total amount of Corpora- 
tion Profits Tax unpaid on February 28, this 
year, was over £9,000,000. The amount of 
Excess Profits Duty was in the neighbour- 
hood of. £100,000,000. -He was unable to say 
how much would be ultimately recovered, 
but the amount would probably be small. 


ARMAMENTS DENOUNCED. 
The objection of the Labour Party to the 
existing strength of the fighting forces was 
carried to the extreme this afternoon, when 
Mr. Ponsonby, on the Report stage of the 
Air Estimates, proposed to reduce the num- 
ber .of men by 32,000.. This. would leave an 
Air Force of approximately 1,000, But the 
proposal was not taken seriously, and was 
regarded simply as a peg on which to hang 
an elaborate argument on the folly of settling 
international disputes by war. 
Armaments, said Mr. Ponsonby, were a 
menace to civilisation, and, after all was said 
and done, they-afforded no real security. No 
one could accuse him of: being a“ turn-the- 
cheek pacifist,” If a man came along with 
a knife, he would knock him down; but there 
was all the difference in the world between 
a criminal individual and a nation. Nothing 
was gained by the last war. We spent four 
vears in beating Germany to her knees, and 
in the eight vears that followed we had been 
engaged in setting her on her feet again. If 
he had a personal dispute with the Secretary 
for Air he would invite him to the Terrace, 
but he would not send his Sheffield con- 
stituents to massacre the inhabitants of 
Chelsea (Sir Samuel Hoare’s constituency). 
Mr. Shepherd, the Labour member for 
Darlington, in seconding the motion for the 
reduction, .brought a number of. Scriptural 
texts to his aid, and argued that we had no 
right to call ourselves Christians whilst we 
were engaged in making vast preparations 
for war. ' 


A DISSENTIENT LABOUR VOICE. 
Ministerialists were delighted when Mr. 
Sexton dissociated himself from. the views 
put. forward by his Labour colleagues. The 
proposal to disarm to the extent suggested 
was sheer political lunacy and would leave 
this country at the mercy of. anybody who 
cared to take it. 

Sir Samuel Hoare declared that disarma- 
ment was impossible whilst feelings of dis- 
trust and suspicion existed among the peoples 
of Europe. He pointed out that non- 
combatants—the women and children—chiefly 
would suffer if we had no adequate means of 
defence against air attacks, and he could not 
conceive any responsible Minister’s leaving 
the country defenceless against. such attacks, 
however remote they might appear to be at 
present. It was all very well to talk about 
was followed by other nations we should find 
ourselves in a ¥ery precarious position. 
The amendment, on a division, was rejected 
by 197 votes to 24.

The New Ireland. 


Last night the halls of the two largest 
hotels in London echoed to the praise of 
St. Patrick and Ireland, -The success of 
the two Irish dinners—the huge and dis- 
tinguished attendance and their atmosphere 
of good-will—was ample preof of our 
country’s’ popularity in the Common- 
wealth of British Nations. Of course, 
Ireland always has been popular across 
the Channel. In Elizabethan times, in 
the fiercest years of the old fight for 
Home Rule, even in the terrible days of 
1920, Englishmen, though denouncing and 
resisting the sin (as they heartily believed 
it to be), never ceased to love the sinners. 
Their affection was based largely on senti- 
ment—on the lovable tradition of Irish 
patriotism, gaiety and recklessness—and 
largety-on gratitude for Ireland's splendid 
contribution to the making of Empire, 
Partly, perhaps, it was. based on the fact 
that (as Mr. G. B. Shaw said yesterday, 
in his letter to the Four Provinces Club) 
Englishmen found in the fascinating and 
exasperating appeal. of Irish affairs a 
relief from “ the unromantie drudgery of 
minding their own business.” During 
the last. four years the Englishman’s 
affection for Ireland has not weakened, 
but there is to-day a notable change in its 
quality. The various expressions of this 
change were, as we think, the most 
significant feature of the speeches at last 
night’s festivals. It was not merely an 
amnesty of old rancours, banished by the 
recent settlement, that united the Earl of 
Oxford, Mr. Amery: and Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald in honour of St. Patrick's 
Day: it was a real and active unanimity 
of hope. Im turning their backs upon 
Ireland's discordant past they. are facing 
the prospect of a harmonious future, and 
are contemplating an entirely new sort of 
relation between Great Britain and this 
country. 

Hitherto—may we put it so?— 
England’s regard for Ireland -has been the 
regard of a man for a woman; ‘hence- 
forward it will be the regard of a man 
for a man. No change is without loss, 
and, perhaps, some attractive elements— 
whimsical, romantic elements—will dis- 
appear; but they will be replaced by 
others that will form a surer basis for 
international friendship. Ireland is no 
longer in English eyes what Greece was in 
Byron’s days, and Poland in the days of 
Thomas Campbell. Freedom has ceased 
to shriek in the “new Ireland ’’—the 
subject of Mr. Amery’s toast last night— 
and, has settled down to business. The 
events of the past four years have dis- 
eredited the, belief. which England had 


of justice—that the Southern Irishman, 
in his own land, was an unpractical 
person. Englishmen have watched the 
development of the Free State, always 
with sympathy, but at first with a doubt- 
fulness which already confidence, and 
even admiration, have expelled, The Free 
State Government held its own with the 
Empire’s chief men at the late Imperial 
Conference, and has accepted the full 
privileges and responsibilities of a 
Dominion of the Empire. It has made, 
and is making, many mistakes; but it has 
done, and'is doing, constructive work of 
which any nation might be proud—witness 
the Shannon scheme; Mr. Hogan’s plans, 
at once bold and careful, for the welfare 
of the national industry ; and the-reform 
of municipal administration in Dublin. 
So, for Englishmen .to-day, we are no 
longer a people who always went forth to 
battle and always fell, but a people who 
have the genius and the purpose to make

“a success as a business proposition.” 
One thing, alas! still saddens and puzzles 
our friends beyond the sea—the sullen 
reluctance of the two Irish. States to 
acknowledge their identity of interests. 
We believe that, if the two communities, 
could be transplanted: in bulk, for twelve 
months, io Great Britain, and then, 
brought home‘ again, they would be cured 
of this folly; but, in the absence of

The statement on war debts which has 
‘been issued by Mr, Mellon, Secretary of the 
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manifesto, signed by members of 

dicates clearly tha: United 
,will insist on the full repayment of every 
dollar that was borrowed by the European 
belligerents during the war. The signa- 
tories of . the. Princeton .manifesto ap- 
pealed to the Government to reconsider 
the position, arguing that the United 
States could afford to.lose a substantial 


could afford to forfeit the good-will of 
Europe. Mr. Mellon, however, refuses to 
be impressed by their plea:. He takes his 
stand on the firm ground. of commercial 
practice. The Allies, he declares, bor- 
rowed money from the United States dur- 
ing the war on the guarantee of the Wash- 
ington Government, which sold. Liberty 
Bonds to provide the necessary funds. He 
takes no account of the fact that all the 
money that was borrowed by the Allies in 
America was devoted to the prosecution 
of the war against Germany. It is enough 
for him that certain debts were incurred, 
that they have not yet been repaid, and 
that his duty is to collect them. 
On the assumption that the war was a 
“business proposition,” Mr. Mellon’s atti- 
tude is perfectly correct; and, if the 
United States had remained neutral 
throughout the conflict, there never would 
have been the slightest criticism of 
his point of view.” Once America 
entered the war, however, the whole 
situation changed. From that tremendous 
moment there was no further question of 
meum or tuum among the Allied and 
Associated Powers. Their resources were 
pooled; every one gave of its fullest 
capacity to give, and none thought of 
keeping a strict account of its endeavours, 
The war ended in an Alliéd victory, but 
it left Europe bled white. The European 
nations had pledged their credit to America 
in return for supplies of munitions of war 
and foodstuffs, and when peace was 
declared she was in the position of being 
the world’s creditor, Her casualties were 
50,000 killed out of a population of 
nearly 110,000,000 ; and her economic posi- 
tion had been strengthened immensely. 
In these circumstances the Republican 
Administration presented bill to 
Europe. Britain, whose function had been 
‘that of a ‘‘ go-between '-—she borrowed 
money from the United States to pass it 
on to the Continental Powers—promptly 
made arrangements for the funding. of 
nearly £1,000,000,000, on terms which cost 
the British taxpayer some £35,000,000 
per anvum. In this way she took re- 
sponsibility for liabilities that were not 
her own, and was forced to request her 
many debtors to repay a sufficient sum to 
enable her to meet her American obliga- 
tions without further loss to herself. At 
the outset she had published her 
decision to collect from her Allies only as 
much as she must pay to the United 
States. Having settled with Britain, the 
Americans turned to France and Italy. 
An arrangement was made with Italy, 
funding the debt on terms that were far 
more. generous than those afforded to 
Britain, while in the case of France the 
Melion-Bérenger settlement was made, 
but never ratified by the French Chamber. 
When this matter. has been settled 
-virtually every nation in Europe will pay 
tribute to the United States for the next 
sixty or seventy years, Mr. Mellon de- 
clares that in the long run Germany will 
pay for everything—so that, if his view is 
correct, the net result of the war will be 
that Germany’s reparations will go en- 
tirely to the United States, while Britain, 
France, Italy and the other Allies will 
be forced to meet their own war costs in 
full. The British people have no quarrel 
with America, but the inhabitants of the 
Continent be pardoned if they

Mr. Mejlon’s attitude. They, with the 
British, fought and won the war ; America 
has made large sums of money out of 
their agony. 


The Cost of Fish. 


The British Food Council is about. to 
| take up the question of the retail price 
| of fish in England. Before the war fish 
was eaten in larger quantities than now. 
It formed part of the daily diet of almost 
every English household in urban areas. 
Since the war, however, fish has become 
almost a luxury dish. This is due, 
apparently, to the extortionate prices 
charged by retailers. At the quayside 
fish caught by deep-sea trawlers is, 
roughly, 50 per cent, dearer than in 1914, 
but—as a special correspondent of The 
Times reports—it is more than 130 per 
cent, dearer in the shops, “The public, 
in fact, has lost all knowledge of really 
cheap fish ; and when recently a firm with 
both retail and fishing interests offered 
sound cod at bargain prices because of a 
heavy landing, customers were suspicious 
concerning the quality. and sales were 
small. The same fish,” the correspondent 
says, “when the price was raised on the 
following day, sold readily.” If inquiry 
is desirable in England, it is vitally neces- 
sary in the Irish Free State. During the 
present week a glaring example of the 
excessive margin between wholesale and 
retail fish markets has been seen in Cork. 
‘How a fish market was established in 
Cork for the purpose of giving the citizens 
at reasonable prices the fish caught in 
Trish waters is fresh in the public memory. 
Tt was hoped that the anomaly of. per- 
mitting fish to be exported to Wales, and 
then re-imported to Cork, would be ended, 
and that Munster people would buy Irish 
fish at a low price after their fishermen 
had received a satisfactory reward. 
On Wednesday sole delivered: in Cork 
‘market by the Dublin Trawling Company 
brought 30s. for the eight-stone box— 
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Formerly it was the fashion to exchange 
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ever, labour to induce the adoption cf 
scientific methods of improving the potato 
breed. Every seed catalogue parades the 
names of a dozen famous potato clans. 
We read the poetic title of Beauty of 
Hebron, and learn with some satisfaction 
that a breed famous in our young days 
still-has its patrons. Most of the breeds, 
however, have names that ring like war 
-cries—Arran. Victory, Irish Chieftain, 
Scottish Triumph, Golden Wonder, and 
Rhoderick Dhu. Less like-the slogan of a 
clan than the title of a political faction is 
the name of Up-to-Date—a breed which 
seems. to say: “We are none of. your 
Epicures and Eafy Roses, appealing to 
poets; we are the potato: for the modern 
man.” These iconoclasts, however, far 
from being new-comers, have been with 
us since 1893. They flourish in the ex- 
porting districts, as befits so enterprising 
a family. The most popular variety ever 
grown in Ireland is said to be the Old 
Champion, and still nearly half of our 
potato fields are occupied “by these 
veterans. Of late the Old Champion has 
fallen subject to disease. He yields but 
|} dwindling crops. His day is done, although 
his patrons are slow to discard, him for his 
youthful rivals. ‘ The end comes upon 
kings,” and every Old Champion sooner 
or later must pass. Among more youthful 
favourites -is the Black Skerry, and 
amateur gardeners are. warned not to. plant 
Kerry Blues in mistake. 
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A GLIMPSE OF PARNELL. 


AFTER. THE ** SPLIT.” 


(By THE HON R. ERSKINE OF MARR.) 

I first met Parnell at Roscommon. 
travelled in the same train with him from 
Dublin to that place. All along the line he 
had a marvellous reception; and the nearer 
we approached Roscommon, the more did the 
gowdl at the stations at which we sto 
seem to grow in numbers, in enthusiasm, and 
in wildness. 

Parnell: was in a coach towards’ the front 

art. of the train, and it seemed to me, as I 
Bali out of the window of my carriage 
towards the end of it and looked engine- 
wards, that the train resembled nothing so 
much as some object on which a swarm of 
bees has alighted, and about which they are 
clustered—so dense were the crowds that 
clung to the carriages for a sight of their 
hero or a handshake with him. One or two 
of the wilder spirits were nearly killed in the 
crush, and once the train had to be stop 
after it had left the station in order to free 
itself of the unauthorised public that adhered 
to the footboard. 

That was soon after the “ split.” I did not 
then know Parnell; but a day or two after I 
arrived at Roscommon I was introduced to 
him by Willie Redmond. At that time 
Parnell was on tour, fighting for his political 
life, and doing his utmost to rally a much- 
divided country to his standard. Gladstone 
had broken with him, and it was apparent to 
the most superficial observer of politics that 
the fortunes of Parnell and his friends were 
in desperate case. 

A KINDLY WELCOME. , 

I found Parnell exceedingly kind and 
affable. The reserve rumoured of him and 
his general unapproachableness, of which 
many anecdotes had been told me, I ex- 
perienced. nothing of in his company. Nor 
was he otherwise than extremely open and 
friendly with the friends that were with him— 
the two Redmonds and others—with whom 
he appeared to be on the most cordial and 
intimate terms. It may be, of course, that 
there was some art in this conduct. At that 
time Parnell was “out” to please as many 
as he could gain, and under such circum- 
stances a man is apt. to turn the best part of 
his nature to the world, 

I had always had a warm side to the Irish 
cause. The chief of my family af the time 
commanded the Scottish contingent that 
fought for the Irish at the celebrated battle 
of Clontarf in the year 1014; and it may be 
that knowledge of these circumstances dis- 
posed Parnell to. be. more than commonly 
friendly. In. any event, he showed me par- 
ticular favour by inviting me to a dinner that 
he gave to some of his more intimate sup- 
porters. Of course, it was a strictly private 
affair, and no _ reporters were present. 
Besides, there was an obligation on those who 
were invited to the feast that they should 
keep secret whatever might pass at it. 
Speeches which in those days would have 
been thought very “wild,” but in these 
would hardly call for comment, were 
delivered; and I remember that we were all 
very jovial and sanguine that night—even 
Parnell, whose social light burnt with a 
radiance to which I believe his immediate 
friends were little accustomed. 

PARNELL AS AN ORATOR. 

I thought Parnell a poor speaker, though 
I doubt not his. parts as a statesman and a 
political leader were as great as his admirers 
affirmed them to be. He was. c‘ten at a loss 
for the appropriate word or words; and, even 
when he found that which he sought in this 
way, I thought it to no great purpose in a 
point of view of oratory. There was a big 

ublic meeting in the place, or square, of 

oscommon, at which Parnell i broke 
down. He stuck in the middle of a sentence, 
and I thought the pause would never come to 
an end. -A ‘reporter hard by me raised his 
eyes heavenwards in mock dismay, and laid 
down his pencil to twiddle his thumbs; but at 
long last the tension of all was mercifully 
relieved, and, somehow or other, Parnell 
floundered to the end of the passage. The 
same reporter told me afterwards that 
Parnell’s speeches always required a deal of 
doctoring before they could be rendered fit 
for the Press, His voice was dry and harsh, 
and he had little or no turn for figurative 
language. “AA man of iron will but slender 
imagination ” is the judgment I ventured to 
pass on him. 

Though it would be an exaggeration to say 
that Parnell was obviously a stricken man at 
that time, yet his appearance did not en- 
courage any great “re as to his ability to 
sustain with success the mental and physical 
strain of the crisis through which fhe was 
then passing. His eyes burned with an un- 
healthful light, and his manner was restless 
and uncertain. I noticed that, he ate but 
little, and when he came down to breakfast 
of a morning I judged he had slept hardly at 
all. Hé looked pale and wan, and the skin 
of his face was dry and harsh. At times he 
would be lively enough, but at others one 
caught in him a look of dejection—of growing 
apprehension touching the event of the storm 
that had burst upon him.

SIR HENRY CRAIK, BART. 

The Right Hon. Sir Henry Craik, Bart., 
the oldest member of Parliament, died early 
yesterday morning, after some weeks’ illness, 
at his residence, Dean’s Yard, London, in 
his eighty-first year. The son of the Rev. 
James Craik, D.D., Moderator of the Church of 
Scotland, Sir Henry Craik was born at Glas- 
gow on October 18, 1846. He was educated 
at the High School, Glasgow; Glasgow Uni- 
versity, and Balliol College, Oxford, where 
he graduated in 1869 with honours in 
classics and history. Sir Henry was appointed 
an Examiner in the Education Department in 
1870. He was created C.B. in 1889, and 
K.C.B. ten years later. He became Senior 
Examiner in 1878, and from 1885 to 1904 he 
was Secretarv of the Scottish Education De- 
partment, Whitehall. 

Sir Henry Craik combined 
political activity. 
to Parliament as Conservative member for 
Glasgow and Aberdeen Universities, and since 
1918 he had sat as one of the members for 
the Scottish Universities. 

In the meantime he had published several 
biographies, historical sketches, and critical 
works. His “ Life of Swift’’ appeared in 
1882, and was followed in 1883 by “ The 
State and Education.” Ten years later came 
““ Selections from Swift,’ and from 1892 to 
1896 he issued “ English Prose Selections.” 
“A Century of Scottish History ’’ appea 
in 1901, ‘‘ Impressions of India ” in 1908, and 
in 1911 the “Life of Edward, First Earl of 
Clarendon.” 

Sir Henry Craik was created a Baronet in 
926. He married in 1873 Fanny. Esther, 
daughter of the late Charles Duffield, of Man- 
chester, by whom he had two sons. Lady 
Craik died in 1923. Sir Henry’s elder son, 
Mr. George L. Craik, succeeds to the 
Baronetcy. 


THE REV. G. A. NICOLLS. 

The Rev. George Alexander Nicolls, Rector 
of Rahan and Ki arenagh, Diocese of 
Meath, died at the Rectory, Ballycumber, 
King’s County, on last Tuesday. Mr. Nicolls 
was the last sutviving son of the: late 
Archibald Nicolls, M,D., of Ballinalee, County 
Longford. He dean in Arts in. Dublin 
University in 1884, and in the íollowing year 
he obtained the Divinity 'Testimoninm and 
was ordained. He had served as curate of 
Tubrid, County Tipperary; © Drumcannon, 
County Waterford; and Sandford, Dublin, 
before his appointment, in 1890, as Incumbent 
of Rahan and Kilnagarenagh. ? 


MR. JAMES SCOTT SKINNER. 

Mr. James Scott Skinner the ‘Scottish 
violinist, who was known as the Strathspey 
King, died yesterday at Victoria street, 
Aberdeen.

UPSIDE DOWN UNDER WATER. 

Interviewed at the Royal Pier Hotel last 
evening, Flying Officer Townsend gave a 
graphic account of his experience. 

“I had come out,” he said, “on a 
practice flight from Filton Aerodrome, 
Bristol, on a ‘ fighter,’ and was flying 
over Clevedon on my return to Bristol 
when my engine cut out at about a height 
of one hundred feet, and the machine 
nose-dived into the sea. 

“ Reports say there was an explosion, 
but all I knew was that I was all right 
one minute, and the next I was in the 
inachine under the water upside down. 

“I started struggling to free myself 
from the belt which strapped me into the 
cockpit, and, after what seemed to me 
about a couple of hours, but was in 
reality less than two minutes, I got hold 
oi the safety catch of the belt and 
managed to release myself. 


DRIFTING OUT TO SEA. 

“ On coming to the surface I made for 
the "plane tail, but it began to submerge, 
so I got on to one of the wings. While 
i was hanging on to recover my breath, 
I found the machine was drifting- out to 
sea, so I decided to swim to the shore 
abou’ a quarter of a mile away.

“I had an idea of walking back to 
Clevedon and shelter over the rocks, but 
had a much easier journey.’ Looking back 
Í saw that two boats from Clevedon Pier 
had reached the wrecked ’plane, and were 
pulling. about as if under the impression 
I was still there. 

“ We hailed them, and, rowing rapidly 
over to.me, they took me aboard, wrapped 
me in blankets, and we started for the 
pier. Owing to the rapid outflow of the 
tide we got stuck on one of the numerous 
sandbanks, and it was over an hour be- 
fore we reached the pier head. I was 
then taken into the hotel, put to bed, and 
given every attention.’’

IMMUNITY MAY BE 
SUSPENDED. 


(From Revurer’s CORRESPONDENT.) 
PARIS, Thursday. 

The Minister of Justice to-day . sub- 
mitted to the President of the Chamber a 
request from the Public Prosecutor. for the 
suspension of the Parliamentary immunity 
of the deputy, M. René Chavagnes, in view 
of his prosecution on a charge of man- 
slaughter for killing a man while motor- 
ing at high speed. Under the rules of the 
House, a special committee will be formed 
to consider the matter. 

According to the reports received by the 
judicial authorities, M. Chavagnes was 
motoring at night to Blois when he ran 
into a horse and trap, and knocked down 
and killed the owner, M. Habusseau, who 
had just alighted. 

Instead of looking after him, it is 
alleged that M. Chavagnes merely stopped 
for a moment to see if his car had been 
damaged, and then made off at full speed. 

Bystanders assert that they noted the 
number of the car. M. Chavagnes denies 
that he caused the accident, and gives a 
different version of the admitted damage 
‘to his car.

Before the. war—1913-14—the 
rates in Belfast were 5s. 3d., with a water 
rate of ls.

It will be seen that, while Dublin, 
through the efforts of the Commissioners, 
who have reduced the rates by 3s. 8d. 
since 1925, is gradually returning to the 
pre-war rates, Belfast’s rates are moving. 
in the opposite direction, and now are 
virtually double the pre-war standard. 

Not only are the rates in Belfast in- 
creasing, but for the coming year Derry’s 
rates will be increased is. in the &. 
Increases have also been announced in 
other urban areas in the North, including 
Larne. These in¢reases are regrettable at 
a time when local industries are emerging 
from a period of extreme depression. 


BUSINESS MEN’S VIEW. 

Businéss men, on more than one occa- 
sion, have advocated the appointment of 
Commissioners in Belfast for three or 
four years, in order to reduce the rate 
as nearly as possible to the pre-war 
standard. 

The Belfast Corporation, at the be- 
ginning of this month, took a step which 
may lead to a reduction of municipal 
expenditure. It decided to give notice 
for the termination of the existing wage 
agreement with the tramway employés. 
In some of the Corporation departments 
unskilled workers are receiving wages as 
high as those paid to skilled tradesmen 
in the shipyards. There can be no real 
reduction in municipal expenditure until 
the wage rates are brought into harmony 
with those paid by outside firms; but 
many economies may be effected in other 
directions, notably in the Cleansing De- 
partment. 

At a meeting of the Lisburn Urban 
Council it has been decided to strike a 
rate of 13s. in the £, a reduction of 2s. 
on last year's estimate. This relief has 
been made possible through the clearing 
off of compensation claims in respect of 
malicious burnings during the late dis- 
turbances. 


RECOVERED SPEECH IN 
RUGBY SCRUM. 


EX-SOLDIER WHO WAS 
DUMB FOR TWELVE YEARS. 


John Flynn, a clerk, living at Black- 
pool, who, in France, 1915, was shot 
through the head and became deaf and 
dumb, has suddenly recovered his speech. 

A former employé of the Deaf and Dumb 
Institute, Blackpool, he went to Liverpool 
to search for work, and while playing foot- 
ball there last week-end he received a kick 
in the throat. Immediately after he found 
that he could talk. 

Mr. Flynn, who has returned to Black- 
pool, and is still deaf, said in an interview 
last night :—‘‘ T'was playing football in a 
Rugby trial match when I was tackled and 
thrown on my head. In the scrummage 
which followed I was kicked in the throat, 
and immediately shouted. 

“The surprise was so general that ‘the 
match was stopped, and when it was found 
that I could speak I was overwhelmed with 
congratulations, The doctor teils me that 
I shall. never recover my hearing, the 
nerve centre having been shattered. For’ 
this disability I am a life pensioner.” 

Mr. Flynn joined the Army at the age 
of eighteen.on the day war broke out, and 
was reclaimed by his mother almost imme- 
diately. The day after his discharge he 
re-enlisted in the South Lancashire Regi- 
ment, and while serving at Ypres he was 
shot. through the head.

Wher Lord Asquith proposes the toast 
of “ Ireland,” we shall be thinking of the 
people of one country, without distinction 
of class or creed, of an Ireland of thirty- 
two counties, of Ireland not as the politi- 
cians have made it, but as the Almighty 
made it. 

Ireland is no longer “the most distress- 
Thanks, firstly, to the re- 
solution and determination of the Irish 
people themselves, but thanks, secondly 
and in a very large degree, to men. present 
to-night—the Asquiths, the Macdonalds, 
the Amigos, the Simons, the Kenworthys, 
the Wheatleys, the Benns, and ‘all the rest 
of them, Ireland to-day holds her head 
erect among the nations of the world. 


LORD OXFORD AND ASQUITH. 


It has been the destiny of: both the 
Scots and the Irish to carry the English 
Janguage and to be missionaries—involun- 
tary missionaries to a large extent—all 
over the globe. It is difficult to say which 
of these two races of exiles retain in their 
outposts the most of the old clannist feel- 
ing. 
The Irish are not in any conspiracy to 
cheat the world by false representations of 
their merits, 
They never speak well of one another. 
(Laughter.) I am not sure that even now 
that is not the. predominant characteristic 
of the race. 

The Irish have shown themselves the 
equals, if not superiors, of those who used 
to be called their hereditary foes. We 
Englishmen’ can never forget the debt 
which our literature owes to Irish genius. 

I say in all seriousness, and with a 
memory which goes back to now happily 
extinct controversies, that through a long 
political life [ have been more intent than 
upon any other single object in endeavour- 
ing to promote a permanent reconciliation 
between peoples who ought never to have 
been divided. 

My sense of satisfaction and of gratitude 
is the greater because of the conviction 
that is now universal, that between Ire- 
land and Great Britain is a bond of in- 
dissoluble union which never existed in 
the centuries that are past. 

I ask you to drink the toast not of Ire- 
land as a collection of warring classes and 
creeds, but of an Ireland having unity 
of spirit within her borders—an integral, 
loyal, fruitful and beneficent agent in the 
great common partnership of the British 
Empire. 


MR. RAMSAY MACDONALD. 


No loriger is it an Ireland conscious of 
a past that has been thwarted; ho longer 
is it an Ireland seeking for a liberty 
that has been taken away. We have now 
an Ireland enjoying the pride and happi- 
ness and the self-respect of freedom—an 
Ireland launched once again among the 
nations of the world; an Ireland about 
whom we can-say, for the first time, that 
it has disappeared from our newspapers. 

I am afraid that you are falling inte 
the terrible rut into which Scotland has 
fallen ; you are beginning to have no sense 
of grievance. 

Ireland is becoming a great imperial 
nation. If you go to the United States 
you find Ireland. If you go to Australia 
you find Ireland, and if you go to the 
South-West of Ireland you find an Ire- 
land increasing in dominion, in power 
and in population. 

The only thing I hope is that, wherever 
you go, you. will take your Irish 
characteristics. I am no believer in 
uniformity in the peoples of the world.

I have always believed that the things 
that unite the Irish people are far more 
important and far more significant than 
any of the quarrels that divide them. 


MR. L. S. AMERY,

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AMERICA AND WAR 
DEBTS. 
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A DEFINITE STATEMENT. 


From ‘‘ Tue Tres ’’ CopREsponpENT. 

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 
The attitude of the Coolidge Administra- 
tion, or of any Administration which 
might come into power in the United 
States in the immediate future, as to the 
debts of European Governments has been 
stated once again, this time in the form 
of a letter from the Secretary of the 
Treasury, Mr. Mellon, to Professor John 
Grier Hibben, President of Princetown 
University, which was made public yes- 
terday. It is a reply to the statement 
of Professor Hibben and 116 members of 
the Princetown Faculty, endorsing the 
earlier manifesto of the Faculty of 
Political Science of Columbia University, 
and urging reconsideration and revision 
of the debt settlements. ’ 

It is a wall against which the efforts of 
the ‘‘ cancellationists ’’ will break ineffec- 
tually for years to come, and it deserves 
careful consideration for this reason. 
The heart of the United States’ position 
is that, in fact, the terms of repayment 
of these debts have been settled, and-that 
a “ fair trial can now be had, not on 
theory, but in practice.” In other words, 
the complaint that the United States can- 
not, at one and the same time, maintain 
a high tariff and expect integral repay- 
ment, and that the settlements are a 
cruel and intolerable burden on the 
debtors, is, for the time being, an 
academic argument, whose justice or in- 
justice can be determined only by the 
test. 

There is not the faintest doubt that this 
contention will appeal to the vast mass of 
Americans.

PRESENT PROCESS MAY BE

Patents which, it is said, will revolu- 
tionise the viscose process of artificial silk 
manufacture, were referred to when Sir 
James W. Paton, of Liverpool, presided 
at the first annual meeting of the Nuera 
Art Silk Company, Ltd., in Manchester 
yesterday. About a year ago, he said, 
the company acquired an exclusive option 
on certain patents for the manufacture of 
new artificial silk and similar products.

Courtaulds in Great 
Britain and Vereingte-Glanzstoff Fabriken 
on the Continent. : 

The processes were still in an experti- 
mental stage, and a considerable time 
must elapse before they could be carried 
out on a commercial scale.

PROBLEM. 


ROOMS FOR ONLY 
700 VISITORS. 


A COMPARISON WITH 
DUBLIN.

Although Dublin has accommodation in 
its hotels for something like five thousand 
visitors, Belfast would have difficulty in 
dealing with 600 or 700 strangers any 


night. 
One of the great handicaps of Belfast 


during the past ten years has been the 
inadequacy of its hotel accommodation. 
The imperative need for further hotels has 
been referred io on many occasions at 
meetings of the Chamber of Trade and 
similar bodies, and it is well known that 
annual congresses of many organisations 
have been prevented from coming to 
Belfast owing to the difficulty of finding 
hotel accommodation.

It was a «mall place, 
and only a few children could be housed at a 
time Six years ago the Sisters of Charity 
obtained three large Army huts, which they 
had placed side-by-side to make one long 
ward, and in front of this structure ha 
erected an open-air veranda, roofed with glass.

In a letter read at a meeting of the 
National Church League at Tunbridge 
Wells yesterday Sir William Joynson- 
Hicks says :—‘ There is much in the book 
to which we can all give our hearty assent. 
There are one or two things—the legisla- 
tion of vestments and the definite per- 
mission of reservation—which are gravely 
contrary, not only to the law, but to the 
traditions of our Church since the Re- 
formation.” 

Sir William indicates that he has failed 
to net a satisfactory reply to a letter that 
he wrote to ‘the Archbishop in regard to 
the complete observatnce by the Ritualis- 
tic party of any agreement that might be 
reached. In the circumstances he urges 
Churchmen to “pray earnestly for Divine 
guidance, and to be prepared, if necessary, 
to show the same spirit as animated our 
forefathers at the time of the Reforms- 
tion.” |

about after the harvest has been carried that 
it takes. Its depredations at the time oí 
sowing are more serious, but these can be suc- 
cessfully combated by energetic farmers, and 
measures can be taken at the spring sowin 
to keep this bird in check; for the rook wi 
certainly eat any exposed grains that may be 
lying about, and; no doubt, a few grains that 
he may expose in his search for insects and 
grubs. 

A little tar may be mixed with the seed— 
just sufficient to. give it an unpalatable taste 
when. Mr, Rook comes along, without dis- 
colouring the seed to any great extent, or 
making it too sticky to pass through the 
machine. A few dead birds lying about have 
a beneficial effect, and, if these cannot be 
secured by means of the gun, then a few 
heaps of grain that have been soaked in 
strychnine could be left exposed. There is 
no need, however, to persecute the bird the 
whole year round, your correspondent 
were to shoot one of these birds in his sprout- 
ing corn, and examine its crop for wireworms, 
perhaps he would not be so keen on its total 
extermination in future. . 

I confess that I cannot follow your corre 
spondent’s - rman when he objects to 
‘‘ benefiting ' his neighbour by destroying 
the rooks—that seems rather a selfish view to 
take. Presumably he cuts his own docks and 
thistles; yet these do himself and his neigh- 
bour far more harm than ever the :coks will 
do. He wants the Government to holp him 
by slaughtering these industrious t:rds. Un- 
fortunately, that is typical of taany hish 
farmers—they want the State to do every- 
thing for them while they themselves do 
nothing. . God helps those who help them- 
selves, and, if your correspondent oc) jects to 
helping himself because he may thereby 
benefit his neighbour, he deserves ' lave his 
crops eaten. We have enough paid officials 
in this country without creating 1 horde of 
‘‘ salaried sportémen ' to slaughter wholesale 
this much-abused, but often beneficial,’ bird. 
The land of milk and honey that yur cor- 
respondent dreams about may be far «ff; but 
it will. not be found in a rookless Irciend. 
where wireworms and leather-jackets hold 
sway.—Yours, ¢tc.,

canvass of licensed houses resulted in 541 
voting for and 229 voting against. 

He also submitted figures from the town- 
ships and some of the provincial centres, and 
added: “ I think the opinion of the people of 
Ireland is in favour of striking off the whole 
of Sunday, because it is thought that the 
publicans have a privilege on that day which 


no other trader has, and they consider that the | 
present invidious distinction should not be | 


allowed to continue. 
why we did not endeavour to bring about 
partial Sunday closing when we commenced 
this movement. We went in for total Sunday 
closing because it had been tried very success- 
fully in Scotland, and because in a great part 
of freland total Sunday closing had been 
enforced by the Catholic bishops.” 

In reply to a question concerning. clubs, 
Mr. Russell replied: ''Hé did not think that 
drinking in clubs was by any means as 
injurious as drinking in public-houses '; and, 
when heckled as to the genuineness of some 
of the signatures to the voting papers re- 
turned, replied: ‘‘ Some of the voting papers 
might have been filled up by the wives of 
members of the working classes, but he 
thought they were just as good judges of 
what was best for the peace and comfort of 
their homes as the workingmen themselves.” 

Another witness, a Mr. Dignam, according 
to the report, claimed to represent 40,000 
workpeople in the City of Dublin. ‘The 
workingmen,”’ he said, “‘objected to Sunday 
closing because they were in the habit of 
taking walks into the country, and they did 
not think they should be deprived of the 
ay gg of getting refreshment, and, 
secondly, because they regarded this bill as 
an unjustifiable interference with their 
liberty.””. Those whom he represented, he 
said, had not considered a proposal for 
shortening of the hours, but he did not think 
they would opposeit. Answering Mr. Sullivan, 
M.P., a Bh, sia of the Committee, the wit- 
ness stated that the trades meetings were 
generally held in public-houses. 

Another aspect- of the liquor question 
furnished: a theme for the leading article of 
the Jrish Times on the same day. At a 
meeting of Kingstown Commissioners on the 
previous day a Dr. Russell called the atten- 
tion of the Board to-the large quantities of 
adulterated drink sold by the publicans in 
that district, and urged inspection under the 
Food and Drugs Act. “ The purpose of Dr. 
Roche is excellent,’’ said the /rish Times. 
“and we have very frequently urged that 
there should be as strict an inspection of 
alcoholic liquors as there is periodically of 
milk. There is abundant Selden to show 
that hundreds of men become mad drunk 
not from the quantity, but the quality, of the 
liquor they consume. New whiskey, laden 
with poisonous fusel oil, rapidly affects the 
brain.” 

In the following year (1878), it will be 
remembered, the “Sunday Closing Act’’ was 
passed, and applied to the whole of Ireland, 
with the exception of the Cities of Dublin, 
Cork, Limerick, Waterford and Belfast. In 
these centres partial Sunday closing was en- 
forced, and the licensed houses were per 
mitted to open only between the hours of 
2 p.m. and 7 p.m.

SEARCHERS FIND BODY OF 
MISSING WOMAN. 

A body, believed to he that of Miss Eliza- 
beth Holewell, who disappeared on Wednes- 
day from her home at Mount street, Hast- 
ings, was discovered at noon yesterday at the 
foot of Fairlight Cliff by a search party of 
Hastings and S.ssex County Police. i 

The body was seen from above lving 
almost beneath a tiny wooden cross erected 
at the highest part of the cliff, half way 
between LEcclesbourne Glen and Fairlight 
Glen, to mark the spot where a coastguard 
lost his life twenty years ago. 

There seems to be a fatal fascination about 
this cross. Since its erection a large number 
of people have either fallen or jumped from 
the cliff at this spot. Almost immediately 
after its erection a nurse lost her life there. 

Mr. Benson, a Hastings Corporation 
employe, has patrolled the cliff for many 
years, and he remarke?! to a Press’ Associa- 
tion representative yesterday that evervbody 
seemed to go over there, and the sooner that 
bit of the cliff crumbled away and took the 
cross with it the better. i 

Early yesterday afternoon the police had 
begun the dangerous descent of the cliff, 
which is 300 feet high, by means of ropes 
and ladders. The body lay on a heap of 
boulders at the foot of @e cliff out of reach 
of the tide.

SERMON BY THE DEAN OF 
DOWN. 


The preacher at the Service in St. 
Patrick’s Cathedral, Dublin, yesterday 
morning was the Very Rev. W. P. Car- 
mody, M.A., Dean of Down, who gave a 
most interesting sketch of St. Patrick’s 
life and work. There was a large con- 
gregation. 

Taking as his text, “ For whatsoever is 
born of God overcometh the world; and 
this is the victory that overcometh the 
world, even our faith,” (I. John v., and 
4), the Dean of Down said :— 

The word “whatsoever” may sound 
strange here, but it has a meaning: it would 


Í seem to lay emphasis on the power, not on 


the person who possesses the power. The 

of having received the Divine Birth is 
of the highest importance; still, that is not 
what is insisted upon here, but rather the 
practical and permanent results of that birth. 

He eoes on to say, “This is the victory 
that overcometh the world, even our faith.” 
This is the only place in the Gospel or 
Epistles of St. John where we find the word 
faith, and of it he makes the comprehensive 
statement that it has overcome the world. 
By the world he means that portion of man- 
kind that is alienated from God, outside the 
Church, No doubt, to writers hike St. John 
and St. Paul, the world was largely identified 
with the great non-Christian organisation, 
the Roman Empire. 

This Christless world could only be won for 
the Chareh by men of faith, men like the Old 
Testament heroes, ‘‘ who, through faith, sub- 
dued. kingdoms.”’ 

Tt has always been men of faith who have 
conquered the world im this sense. The 
heathen world is not to be brought into the 
Church by force of arms, nor by the subtle- 
ties of controversy, but bv men filled with 
faith, men with a love of Christ so vital and 
so strong that they are constrained to go 
forth and proclaim His salvation to the 
nations, whether they would hear or whether 
they would forbear. It has always been so 
in the history of the missions of the Christian 
Church down through the centuries, from St. 
Paul to the latest missionary gone forth in 
response to the world call. 

CATHEDRAL OF DOWN. 

Such a man was St. Patrick. It is an in- 
teresting occasion for me to stand here to-day 
in this National Cathedral Church oí St. 
Patrick, and to remember that the earliest 
portion of his work as a Christian missionary 
and bishop was done in my own neighbour- 
hood. The Cathedral of Down is generally 
accepted by historians as the place of his 
hurial, Quite close te Downpatrick is the 
Church of Saul—still retaining its ancient 
name—the first church founded by him. The 
land around it was the first offering to the 
Church, and Dichu, who gave the land, part 
of his own territory, was his first comvert to 
Christianity. There is still flowing slowly to 
the sea the little river called Inversian, on 
whose waters’ the boat was carried that 
brought him on that memorable journey. 

Divine Service is still held regularly in the 
church at Seuvl: The present building dates 
from about 1770, and, though it was not 
finished during his life-time, I am sure it was 
part of the work of Patrick Delaney, Fellow 
of Trinity College, and Dean of Down. Saul, 
by the charter of King James I., was part of 
the corps of the deanery. 

In the churchyard of Saul may still be seen 
part of the wall of an ancient monastery and 
some stone-roofed cells of great antiquity. 

It is, indeed, sacred ground to all who 
love the Church of Ireland and value its his- 
tory. This, the scene of his first labour in 
Ireland, was also the place of his death, and, 
some think, of his burial. 

I do not intend now to relate the story of 
his life, which has frequently been told, and 
can be read in many histories. It 1s quite 
remarkable, and a matter for thank/ulness, 
that the study of St. Patrick’s life has never 
lost. its fascination, and some of our best 
aise have devoted their talents to this 
work, 

But let us consider the condition of the 
country into which he came and the character 
of the man himseli. We may accept as 
authentic these dates—387 as the date of his 
birth, 432 as the date of his second landing 
in Ireland, and 461 as the date of his death. 

It is easy to understand that the condition 
oí the country was one of great unrest at 
that time. . Ireland, though not an integral 
part of the Roman Empire, must have been 
affected by it, being just outside its limits. 
There was a considerable trade with Britain 
and Gaul. We know that when St. Patrick 
was a very young hoy one of the most power- 
ful of the kings of Ireland, who held the 
office of Ard Righ—Niall of the Nine Mos- 
tages—mobilised the whole of Ireland, led a 
great army into Britain, and sent at the same 
time a fleet to harry Gaul. It has been con- 
jectured hy Sir William Ridgeway that the 
ruins of Uriconium, which are being ex- 
cavated to-day, were caused by that expedi- 
tion. But, however that may be, we may be 
sure the condition of Ireland was not one of 
peace or security. , 


DREAOFUL CONDITIONS. 

The condition of Western Europe must 
have been dreadful. The Roman legions bad 
departed—the last in 410—and the strong 
hand being removed, there followed a period 
ot lawlessness and confusien. Britain was 
being constautly ravaged by the Picts and 
Seots. The mauner in which St. Patrick was 
carried away from his home by a band of 
robhers and pirates, and sold into slavery is 
itself an indication oí what life was like in 
the years after the Roman law had weakened. 
He tells us that many thousands were like 
himself carried into captivity. The terrible 
raid which called forth the letter to Corotius 
was not an isolated event; and, apart from 
raids by foreigners, there was plenty of 
tribal warfare at home. The annals contain 
lists of battles fought during St, Patrick s 
life time hetween the Leinster men and the 
King of Tara. He an and centinued his 
missionary work in Ireland, not in days of 
peace and tranquillity, 
favourable to the reception of his message, 
but in days of war and strife, and in an 
atmosphere of heathenism and superstition, 

It is quite true that here and there small 
Christian Churches existed before &t. 
Patrick’s time, but their influences were con- 
finetl to the small communities in which ‘they 
existed. The majority of the people were 
heathen with all the blindness that is found 
in heathen lands. 

Yet it must not be forgotten that there 
was a certain degree of civilisation. The 
people had a government and a system of 
laws that may have seemed antiquated ta 
those who had lived for generations wider 
the Roman power, but it was congenial to the 
people of Ireland, and it lingered on for 
inahy years, even after the Norman invasion. 
They had also a school of art and music and 
literatare long before the Christian missionary 
came. The La Tene ornaments, many of 
which can be seen in the museums, though 
belonging to the early Christian period, make 
it certain that such a wonderful art could not 
have grown up at once, but had a long pre- 
Christian history: 


THE RELIGION. 

Then think of the religion of the people to 
whom St. Patrick came. It is generally 
called Druidism, but it was not the Druidism 
of Gaul: it was a part of it, which had be- 
come indigenous to Ireland, and been 
considerably modified and less organised. 
suppose to-day it would be called Animism: 
the belief in spirits, the worship of wells and 
trees, the worship of fire, the worship. of the 
sun, and, possibly, the worship of idols. . 

It. could not be truly called religion. There 
was no organised form of worship, no 
philosophy of rel , nothing that 
conduct, nor anything that could lead to a 
better form of life.

‘SACRED SITE.

THE HISTORY OF ST. 
PATRICK'S CATHEDRAL. 


Yesterday at noon in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral the Dean of St. Patrick's lectured 
on the life of St. Patrick and the history of 
the Cathedral, 

The Cathedral, he said, was a quadrangle 
running into St. Patrick's Park, Twenty-five 
years ago, when St. Patrick’s Park was being 
laid out, excavations took place, and a stone 
with two crosses on it was found near St. 
Patrick's Well—in the spot marked by Sir 
Thomas Drew in his map. This stone was 
most certainly Imsh work, and it was now in 
the Cathedral. Antiquaries told them the 
stone was carved about the year 900, and was 
found on the exaet spot of St. Pairick’s Well, 
which was within the Irish quarter of Dublin 
at that date. A coffin lid taken out of the 
graveyard of St, Patrick's a short time ago 
had the same kind of efoss on it, and it now 
rested in the Cathedrel with the stone, being 
of about the same year. 

Wherever one found a graveyard there 
was also a church, and that was the site of 
the Church of St. Patrick in the veer 900. 
They had got a long way in showing that 
was right: im saying that St, 
Patrick preached on the site. It was quite 
possible that St. Patrick walked over that 
place, as that was on the great south road, 
from Tara to the South, and if St. Patrick 
| it he certainly preached to the people 
there. 


AFTER 1,300 YEARS. 

If what he (the Dean) thought was true, it 
was wonderful to think that after 1,300 years, 
from the day of St. Patrick to our own day, 
that that site had been a sacred site where 
prayers and thanksgiving had during that 
time been sent up to God; and, if he were 
wrong in thinking that St. Patrick was there 
and that he was the Evangelist who made 
that quarter of Dublin Christian, then it was 
certain that there was that little old building 
St. Patrick's Church there in the year 900, 
and so they were there together on the 
earliest sacred site in any part of Dublin. 

The old parish church of the time of St. 
Laurence O0.Toole, they were told, was made 
of wood. He was succeeded by John Comyn, 
who was the first English Archbishop of 
Dublin. At that time Christ Chrirch 
Cathedral was what was known as the regular 
Cathedral. Comyn, an Anglo-Norman, 
anxious to placate the Irish. decided to build 
another Cathedral on the site of the wooden 
church, and was, therefore, the founder of 
St. Patrick's Cathedral. The next Archbishop 
was Luke, and it was in his time that the 
present Cathedral was built, being con- 
secrated in the year 1255. 

Major G. 8, Murray subsequently showed 
those present through the Cathedral. He 
pointed out the ancient relics and monuments, 
of which he gave a most interesting descrip*

Proposing the toast, “ The Day We Cele-

THE GUESTS. 

Dr. Lombard Murphy, in proposing the 
toast, “Our Guests,” said that, among 
other distinguished guests, they had with 
them that night the representatives of fén- 
Great Powers—Swedeu, Italy, France, and 
the United States of America. He had not 
yet had the pleasure of visiting Sweder, and 
he cegretted that his knowledge of it was 
net ail he would like it to be. As a news- 
paper man, he realised that they could not 
get on without Swedish paper. But Sweden 
was famous for something more than that. 
It was one of the most virile, enterprising, 
and go-ahead countries in Europe at present. 
One needed to keep his eye on Sweden. 

Referrmg to Tialy, he confessed that in the 
last few years he made a bee-line for» Italy 
whenever he got. a short holiday, It” was 
one of -he most extraordinary countries in 
the world. It was the home of art. It was 
a country that was ever old and ever young, 
It had produced great men in European 
politics, when the British people were dyed 
with -voad, whose influence was felt still in 
European movements and in art 
literature. Of France it had been said that 
every man of intelligence and culture had 
two motherlands—his own and France. He 
did not mean that they owed France political 
allegiance, but France had heen so much to 
the forefront of art and science, hut particu- 
larly in the development and fixing of good 
taste for many centuries, and had been so 
much in the front of all these movements in 
Europe, and so much in the front in the 
development of European civilisation, that no 
man who pretended to culture and good 
taste but owed a certain spiritual allegiance 
to France. 

Irishmen had not only sympathy with the 
United States, but there was even more— 
there was a bond of real blood brotherhood, 
because for the last hundred years there had 
been a steady flow of emigrants fram this 
country to the United States. He did not 
think that it was possible to find any single 
person in Ireland who had not got a blood 
relation in America, 


“ ANNEXING ' THE SAINT. 

Monsieur Alfred Blanche, French Consul. 
General, said that he had a special reason 
for being pleased to honour St. Patrick, 
because St. Patrick was a native of Brittany, 
and, as such, France could claim him as a 
French saint by birth and parentage. 

Dr. Charles Hathaway, Consul-General for 
the United States of America, expressed his 
thank., and said that, to use a slang phrase, 
his colleague had ‘‘ put something over on ” 
St. Patrick by annexing him. He would say 
that the United States had a claim on St. 
Patrick, because tradition had it that he was 
a great temperance reformer. 

Signor G. Filenzi, the Italian Coreul- 
General, thanking the Companions for their 
hospitality, said that he maintained that Italy 
had also a claim on St. Patrick. In Rome, 
the capital of Italy, lived the Pope, and it 
was the Pope who made St. Patrick a saint, 
ot :wise the patron of Ireland would have 
been plain ‘‘ Mr. Patrick.” (Laughter.) 

Mr. Henry Ericksson, Swedish Consul, re- 
gretted that at the moment he could not lay 
his hands on proofs that St. Patrick belonged 
to Sweden.

Among the many entertainments which 
marked the celebration of St. Patrick's Day, 
not the least interesting were the orchestral 
and vocal recitals of Irish music at the Royal 
Dublin Society’s premises, bara Two 
recitals were given, and the audiences— 
numerically larger than at any previous re- 
cital—marked their appreciation of the 
Society’s enterprise in putting on an all-Tvish 
programme. 

2,455 persons were present at the afternoon 
and 2, at the night recital, a total of 
4,478. 

The orchestral music included com 
by Hamilton Harty, Sir Charles Stanford, 
Percy Grainger, Vincent O’Brien and Dr. 
John F. Larchet, and the vocal selections 
were songs by well-known Irish composers, 
The orchestra was conducted by Dr. Larchet, 
and from the opening bars of the first piece— 
Hamilton MHarty’s Overture, “ To an Irish 
Comedy,”’ it showed a fine spirit and under. 
standing. Dr. Larchet presented a delightful 
reading of this overture, and handled his 
instruments with rare judgment. The oboe, 
clarionet and flute parts were exquisitely 
treated. , 

Vincent O'Brien's '“ Gaelic Phantasy ” was 
full of atmosphere, but possibly the audience 
were more at home with the work which 
followed, .Percy Grainger’s ' Molly on the 
Shore.’” Dr. Larchet secured some delightful 
contrasts here. The piano entry was delicate, 
yet fine, and the music went swinging along 
with an infectious rhythm. It was an Irish 
Reel in every sense. Dr. Larchet’s own 
compasition of “Irish Airs,” for strings, 
was followed with keen enjoyment. 
was a. fine feeling of freedoin about the play- 
ne, particularly the opening air, “Cait ia 

uibhir.” e Cradle Song was vivid in 
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its suggestive treatment, while the final Horn- 
pipe set danced along with great spirit. 
OUTSTANDING WORK. 

The ‘outstanding work of the instru. 
mentalists was achieved in the Stanford Irish 
Rhapsody (No. 1 in D Minor), in whieh was 
brought out all the seductive sweetness of the 
Londonderry air, with its varying changes. 
It was fascinating to follow the composer in 
his treatment of the theme, and Dr. Larchet’s 
perfect control of his players made the journey 
all the more pleasant, 

On the vocal side the fare was not less 

On the local side the fare was not less 
réfreshing. Mr, Seumas Clandillon, who has 
such an intimate knowledge of traditional 
lrish songs, gave a number of these at both 
recitals. He sang, of course, in the native 
Irish language, but so complete is his mas- 
tery of the style that even those of the 
audience who were unfamiliar with the lan- 
guage caught something of the message of 
the songs. The printing of an English transla- 
tion im the programme was an admirable 
piece of foresight. ‘‘ Mo Am id’ Dheidh’’ 
and the humorous “ Jfna deasa Buile Locha 
hiabhach’’ weve particularly appealing. 

At the afternoon recital Mr. Percy White- 
head displayed something of his excellent 
powers of interpretation in a group of songs 
arranged by Charles Woed. Nothing could 
have been more appealing than the singing of 
“My Wicklow Mountains,” in which there 
was all the heart-hunger of the exile from 
Erin. There was wonderful pathos and 
tragedy in the singing of the “ Irish Famine 
Song, after which smiles were restored 
with the story of ‘*‘The Kerry Cow,” 

Illness prevented the appearance of Mr, 
Arthur Darley, who was down to play Irish 
airs on the violin, but Miss Annie Fagan 
gave some well-played Irish selections on the 
harp. 

At night Miss Renee Flynn sang two 
groups of songs, and impressed the audience 
by the beauty of her singing. In her first 
group, Stanferd’s ‘“ A Soft Day,’’ was a per- 
fect piece of interpretation. One felt thank- 
ful for rain in such pleasant “‘drips.”’ In 
the second group, Stanford’s ‘‘John Kelly ”’ 
was very subtle, while Hughes's ‘O men 
from the fields’? had a beautiful atmosphere.
